TEMPORARY REGULATION, RATES AND FEGU.LATIOt�S, 
COMMEF.CIAL POFT CF GUAM 

WHEH.EAS, on Ivlarch 16, 1962, various maritime Unions 

commenced a strike against the Pacific Iviaritime Association; and 

WBEREAS, the courts, through the invoking of the 

provisions of the Taft-Hartley Act by President John J?, Kennedy, enjoined 

said strike April 11, 1962; and 

0 WHEREAS, the health and welfare of the people of Guam 

depend upon the continuous receipt of import8d goods frorn the mainland 

of the Unit8d States; and 

vYHEREAS, the 80-day, cooling-off period of the injunction 

was i.o have expired on June 30, 1962, and settlcnrent oi the strike during 

the period was uncertain; and 

VfHEREAS, the GovermTrent of Guan1. encouraged and 

�·equested in1.porters to increase their normal orders of in1.ports during 

tlre 80-day period to meet the situation should the strike be resumed; and 

Vfi-IEREAS, the importers did so increase their orders of 

imports commencing with the goods which arrived on the Canada Bear 

May 12, 1962; and 

WHEH.EAS, the arrival of such imports in Guam necessarily 

overburdened the norn1al procedures for the pickup of ca1·go at the 

Con11nercial .Port; and 

V>'"I-IE.REAS, there is sufficient storage space to handle 

additional cargo at tlw Commercial Port in this situation; and 
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·\VHEREAS, .Section?, l o£ the Hates and Regulations of 

the Commercial Port of Guam presently authorizes seven (7) days of 

free storage after landing, exclusive of Saturdays, Sundays, holidays, 

and nonworking weather days, whi<;h period was and is insufficient to 

rnove the abnorn>al shiprnents of car•go that have been received and 

which will likely be received clue to the strike; and 

WHEKEAS, Section 14101, Govermnent Code of Guam, 

authorizes the Director of C01nrnerce to m.ake, alter, arnencl and repeal 

rules, regulations, fees and rates as required in the operation of the 

Con11nercial Port of Guan1; and 

WHEREAS, the aforesaid Section 14101, Government Code 
' 

of Guam, provides that such rules, regulations, fees and rates shall 

have the force and effect of law after approval and promulgation by the 

Governor by executive order; 

NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the foregoing, the attached 

Temporary Regulation, as adopted by the Director of Commerce, is 

hereby approved and promulgated, effective May 12, 1962, and shall 

terminate and be of no further force or effect as of the 2nd clay of July, 1962,

TEMPOlZAR Y H EGULATION 

Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 7,1 of the Rates 

and Regulations of the Conornercial l'ort of Gua1n, the ·Commercial 

Port lvfanager may, in his discretion, extend the free storage period 

of seven (7) days thereon afforded import cargo for an additional period 

or periods, not to exceed a total of twenty-one· (21) days of free storage, 

to accommodate cargo which he determ.ines to have been specially 

imported to meet the situation arising out of the strike against the Pacific 

Maritir:ne Association by various maritin10 Unions, This regulation and 

the Commercial Port lvlanager1s authority hereunder is applicable to any 

such qualified cargo heretofore discharged, but not prior to May 12, 1962, 

and shall expire the 2nd day of July, 1962. 

ADOPTION 

Pursuant to the authority vested in the Director of 

Cornmerce by Section 14101, Government Code of Guarn, the foregoing 

Temporary Regulation is hereby adopted effective upon approval and 

promulgation by the Governor by executive order.
